After  wimiing  the  1999

The  women's  volleyball 
team  entered  the  2000  season 
as  the  1999  Midwest  Confer- 
ence champions  and  NCAA 
Regional  SemLfinalists. 

LiikeForestbegan  its  2000 
defense  of  the  MWC  title 
with  an  undefeated  4-0 
MWC  South  Division 
record,  earning  the  num- 
ber one  seed  going  into  the 
conference  tournament.

Men's  Basketball 


The  men's  basketball 
team  started  out  in  the 
2000-2001  season  defend- 
ing its  1999-2000  MWC 
regular  season  title. 

The  Foresters  began  the 
season  with  a  six-game 
winning  streak  that  enabled 
them  to  gain  momentum 
going  into  the  Midwest 
Conference  season  with 
confidence. 

The  men  had  another 
five-game  winning  streak 
in  the  middle  of  the  season, 
placing  them  in  the  front  of 
the  conference  standings. 

Lake  Forest  then  lost  four 


of  its  next  six  games  head- 
ing into  the  MWC  tourna- 
ment, losing  the  opportu- 
nity to  host  the  conference 
tournament. 

The  men's  basketball 
team  travelled  to  Grinnell 
College  and  faced  Illinois 
College  in  the  first  round 
of  the  tournament.  Lake 
Forest  lost  by  a  score  of 
58-70. 

Despite  losing  in  the  first 
round  of  the  conference 
tournament,  the  Foresters 
finished  with  an  overall 
record  of  16-7  and  an  MWC 
record  of  11-5.

/Curs/r  sinks  to  the  bottom  of  the  Barents  Sea 
after  an  unexplained  explosion.  All  118  crew 
members  are  killed. 
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Q  Two  hundred  Morth  and  South 
Koreans  separated  from  family 
members  since  the  1950-1953 
Korean  war  reunite  in  August.  The 
four-day  visits  are  a  goodwill  gesture 
by  both  countries'  leaders,  who  met 
for  the  first  time  in  June. 


AIDS  reaches  epidemic  proportions 
In  southern  Africa.  Leaders  and 
citizens  throughout  the  world 
conduct  a  massive  educational 
campaign  on  World  AIDS  Day 
December  1  to  teach  people  about 
the  disease  that  is  killing  6,000 
sub-Saharan  Africans  each  day. 

Uganda  is  struck  by  an  occurrence 
of  the  deadly  Ebola  virus  that  is 
linked  to  more  than  100  deaths. 
The  outbreak  is  traced  to  a  Gulu 
woman  who  died  in  September 
and  whose  body  infected  other 
people  during  the  ritual  cleansing 
of  the  dead.

A  In  August,  Somalia  elects  its  first 
president  in  nine  years.  President 
Abdiqasim  Salad  Hassan  promises 
to  bring  peace  and  economic 
recovery  to  the  African  nation. 


A  Former  Coca-Cola  executive 
Vicente  Fox,  of  the  National 
Action  Party,  is  elected  president 
of  n/lexico  in  July,  ending  the 
Institutional  Revolutionary  Party's 
71 -year  reign. 
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A  More  than  150  world  leaders  meet 
at  the  U.N.  Millennium  Summit  in 
September  to  discuss  war,  poverty, 
disease  and  other  global  problems. 
The  meeting  is  the  largest  gathering 
of  world  leaders  in  history. 


Q  The  worst  wave  of  Middle  Eastern  violence  in  years  erupts  between 
Israelis  and  Palestinians,  leaving  more  than  350  dead.  A  visit  by  Israeli 
opposition  leader  Ariel  Sharon  to  a  Jerusalem  holy  site  on  September  28 
is  claimed  to  have  sparked  the  fighting. 


□  In  July,  an  Air  France  Concorde  supersonic  jet  catches  fire  and  crashes 
outside  Paris,  killing  113  people.  The  crash  is  blamed  on  metal  debris  which 
punctured  the  tires  and  damaged  the  fuel  tanks. 
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^  The  U.S.  Senate  passes  the 
Permanent  Normal  Trade  Relations 
bill  in  September  to  open  up  trade 
between  the  United  States  and  China. 
The  bill  is  expected  to  Increase  U.S. 
exports  by  $13  billion  annually. 


Q  In  the  worst  forest  fire  season  in  50  years,  more  than  20,000  firefighters 
battle  blazes  in  the  western  United  Slates.  IVIcre  than  80  major  wildfires 
burn  across  13  states,  forcing  hundreds  of  people  to  leave  their  homes. 


D  Firestone  initiates  the  largest  tire 
recall  in  history  after  dozens  of 
rollover  accidents  appear  to  be 
caused  by  faulty  treads.  At  least  148 
deaths  in  the  United  States  are  linked 
to  the  defective  tires,  although  other 
problems  with  sport  utility  vehicles 
also  are  under  investigation.

The  museum 
profiles  3,000  remarkable 
American  women  and  features 
more  than  20  interactive  exhibits. 
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[3  Convicted  of 
monopoly  practices 
in  the  software 
industry,  Microsoft 
Corporation  is 
ordered  by  a  federal 
district  judge  in  June 
to  break  into  two 
separate  companies. 
Company  chairman 
Bill  Gates  files  for 
an  appeal. 


A  wave  of  Internet  startup 
companies,  once  the  darlings 
of  the  online  economy,  file  for 
bankruptcy  after  falling  short 
of  stockholders'  earnings 
expectations.  The  NASDAQ  stock 
exchange,  where  most  dot-coms 
are  traded,  loses  39%  of  its  value 
for  the  year. 

Millions  of  Californians  go  for  hours 
without  power  In  January  2001  as 
utility  companies  cut  off  electrical 
supply  due  to  low  reserves.

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S5  On  December  4, 2000,  the  U.S.  presidency  remains  in 
limbo  as  both  Florida  and  Mew  Mexico  officials  recount 
ballots  to  determine  who  will  win  their  state's  electoral 
votes.

"Foxy  Lady,"  "Princess"  and  "Wlonl<ey 
Around"  are  just  a  few  of  the  tongue-in-cheel<  logos 
that  appear  on  the  popular  shirts.
